He credited to this opposition 
the action of the Assembly Rev- 
enue and Taxation committee in 
eliminating the bulk of the new 
revenues proposed for the $2,800,- 
000,000 Collier superhighway Dill.

ernor Warren, in criticizing a 
gasoline — price, increase, had 
“confused a politica} issue with 
an economic ‘situation’. was 
mate by: the Oil Producers 
Agency of California. 














This measure was left only a 
framework, for a future road pro- 
gram, after the ‘committee had 
amended it for sending out to the 
floor with a do-pass recommenda- 
tion. 

Warren said at his press con- 
ference, commenting on the bill in 
its present form, ‘‘That’s part of 
the oil companies’ sahotage or a 
highway program. ‘They’ve been 
determined to get theirs before 
the legislature developed a high- 
way program. ‘They have just 
siphoned off $57,000,000 of the 
people’s money in recent months 
and have had a complete victory 
before the Assembly committee 
on the question of a gas tax.” 

The Governor disclosed he is 
completing a letter today to U. S. 
Attorney General Clark request- 
ing a Department of Justice in- 
vestigation of the oil companies 
and*théir “earnitigs.  Mg¢-said” he 
would not feel at liberty to make 
public the contents of the letter, 
at least until after it has been 
received by Clark. :

For the second straight day, 
Acheson testified before the House 
Foreign Affairs committee on 
President Truman's request for 
authority to use $400,000,000 plus 
military advice and materials to 
help Greece and Turkey resist 
Communist aggression. 

Before Judd’s question, Acheson 
said that a Communist-dominated 
government in Greece would be 
considered dangerous to this coun- 
try’s security.

Secretary Marshall called on the 
Council of Foreign Ministers to- 
day to set plans for the creation 
of a German government in mo- 
tion at once and both he and Bri- 
tain’s Ernest Bevin presented pro- 
grams for the organization of a 
federalized German nation. 

The council, in a brief session, 
agreed to invite representatives of 
the Austrian government here im- 
mediately for discussion of the 
Austrian peace treaty. 

V. M. Molotov, Soviet foreign 
minister, said he already had as- 
sured Foreign Minister Kar] Gru- 
ber of Austria, that visas would 
be issued for the Austrians assign- 
ed to come to Moscow. 

The action on Austria came af- 
ter Marshall had urged the coun- 
cil to break the Austrian treaty 
impasse on what constitutes Ger- 
man assets in that country and 
had expressed hope that the treaty 
would be completed in the Moscow 
meeting. 


Senate Rejects . 
Milder Bill 


WASHINGTON, March 21. (#) 
—-Clearing the way for a final 
vote, the Senate today rejected a 
proposal by Democrats to substi- 
tute a milder bill for G.O.P.-spon- 
sored legislation to outlaw vir- 
tually all portal pay suits.
